Agricultural Schools to be Established at Various Points in the Province as 
a Preliminary to University Course 


The foundation for wi 
educationalist 
clared to be the best educational sys- 
tem that the world has seen was Jaid 
yesterday when the executive of the 
United Farmers of tAlberta, represen- 
thousand 
progressive farmers of the province, 
adopted the principal of combining the 
agricultural the univer- 
sity. 

Yor months the question of agricul- 
tural education has been ipractically 
paramount in the province. Articles 
giving expression to conflicting views 
on the subject shave been written to 
the press. Scarcely a convention has 
been held where ‘the subject was not 
raised, The government and the uni- 
versity senate had decided that the 
educational’ interests of the prov- 
ince depended on the including of agri- 
cultural curriculum. . This stand was 
firmly taken but at times the opposi- 
tion was so strong that it was doubt- 
ful where # would ultimately end.

The United Farmers of Alberta in- 
corporated the question in the list of 
resolutions which came ‘hefore — the 
convention held in Mdmonton in Jan- 
uray. Tt was temporarily disposed of 
by having it referred to the executive. 
The executive was to determine the 
line of action and to meet with the 
government to attempt a, settlement 
of the question once and for all. 

Resolution is Significant 

The U. F. A. executive met in déd- 
monton on Thursday evening. ‘Be- 
fore the meeting rose a resolution was 
drafted for presentation to che ove 
ernment. ‘his resolution was. signi- 
ficant. It represented the attitude of 
the strongest farmers’ organization in 
the’ province on a most vital educa- 
tional issue. Jf it met with the ap- 
proval of the government all factions 
would see eye to eye and a_har- 
monious educational policy for che 
province would ensue. 

An appointment was made yester- 
day afternoon and every member of 
the provincial cabinet was present. 
The resolution submitted read as fol- 
lows:

In an interview granted sto the Capi- 
tal after the delegation had retired 
the Premier referred to the proposed 
amendments to the University Act 
which would come before the next 
session of the Legislature. He said 
it wvas proposed tto have a Board of 
Directors in addition to the senate 
to direct the affairs of the university. 
The senate wasto be composed prin- 
cipally of the ‘heads of the various 
faculties and the Deputy Minister of 
Agriculture, and was ¢o determine the 
university. curriculum in all its de- 
partments. On the other hand the 
Board of Directors was to direct the 
material welfare of the University. 
All matters pertaining to finance. to 
the construction of buildings and the, 
laying out of the grounds were to be 
left to it. 


Representation of: Farmers 


What representation is to be given 

the farmers of the province on either 
the Senate or the Board of Directors? 
The Capital learns that this was not 
determined at the meeting but after 
leaving the government buildings the 
UL BoA. executive gathered to dis- 
cuss ‘the question. It decided 
that the farmers of Alberta would ask 
for one representative on the Senate 
and representation to ithe extent of 
one-third of the members of the Board 
of Directors, As it is understood that 
the Board of Directors shall consist of 
twelve members, this means that four 
are to be representatives of the agri- 
cultural interests of ‘the province. 
The formal request to this end will 
be made to «he government at a later 
date. 
’ The plan of the proposed agricul- 
tural education for Alberta may be 
easily determined. Agriculture is ‘to 
be taught in the primary, secondary 
and advanced. stages. The public 
schools will teach the elements as far 
as is possible. ‘The farmer’s son, after 
completing the public school cours® 
may enter one of the — agricultural 
schools where he will have an oppor- 
tunity of residing on the farm during 
the school term and engage in farn) 
work under ‘expert instruction and 
practical demonstration. From the 
agricultural school he may graduate 
into the agricultural college, where he 
will continue his studies in scienti- 
fic agriculture and at the same ‘ime 
enjoy all the privileges of university 
He will bevable to graduate 
from the university an expert agri- 
culturist. :

Government Will Take up Pork Packing 
Proposition—Chilled Meat Industry 
Advanced

Farmers of Alberta proceeded to the 
government buildings yesterday after- 
noon and had a most successful two- 
hour jivterview with the members of 
the cabinet. 

“We only expected to see Premier 
Rutherford and the ‘Minister of Agri- 
culture,” said one of the delegation 
to The Capital, “but besides these 
there were Hon, C. W. Cross, Hon. 
W. H. Cushing, Hon, W. A. Buch- 
anan and Hon, P. Ei. Lessard. We had 
our resolutions all carefully drafted 
and were given a most attentive hear- 
It would scarcely be possible for

It is understood that important leg- 
islation will result fromthe conference. 
One matter discussed was more in- 
timate trade conditions between Al- 
berta and British Colunrbia. Assure 
ance was given that a committee 
would be appointed to further inves- 
tigate present conditions, and that in 
all probability a convention would be 
called inthe near future of representa- 
tives of the rarious consuming = and 
producing interests of both provinces 
as well as the heads of the govern- 
ments, 

The question of a government pork 
packing plant was also discussed and 
the government assured the delegation 
that its end of the agreement would be 
faithfully carried out. The delegation 
was shown plainly that if the fullest 
co-operation existed among the farm- 
ers and they would contract ‘to supply 
the required number of hogs to the 
‘rovernment plait according to the 
agreement which would be circulated 
by the Live Stock Commissioner, the 
government would undertake the con- 
struction of the plant. The farmers 
organization had 5,000 members, and if 
each contracted for an average of ten 
hogs, the problem would be solved. 
It is said that several) members of 
the farmers’ executive were so «ell 
pleased with this assurance that they 
hunted up the Live Stock iCommis- 
sioner atter the conference and pro- 
cured blank contract forms to bear 
their own signatures and to be cir- 
culated in their districts. 

The government was recommended 
that the Local Improvement Act re- 
main as at present but that the Local 
Improvement councils tbe given larger 
powers to deal with matters of purely, 
local concern. ‘To this the govern- 
ment replied that the wishes of ithe 
farmers would be considered in mak- 
ing the final draft of ‘the municipal 
bills. 

Other resolutions dealt with the 
proposed chilled meat industry, large 
bounties on coyotes, prairie fires, the 
relation of the agricultural college, 
which appears in another column, fur- 
ther amendments to the Weights and 

Measures Act, the interchange of 
delegates at ‘the farmers’ conventions 
of the three western provinces, and 
the licensing of country boarding 
houses.

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THE CIVIC CENTRE SCHEME. 


‘Edmonton will vote on its public lib- 
rary by-law two weeks from Monday. 
In the interval the (Capital proposes 
to deve-e considerable attention to the 
plan which it recently brought forward 
of having the public buildings grouped 
about a chy square. Iits success de- 
pends on having all the money that 
would otherwise be expended on ob- 
taining sites removed from one anoth- 
er, devoted co the working out of the 
general scheme. The $33,000 which it 
is proposed to spend on a location for 
the Hbrary would help considerably in 
anaking a start. 

he more the situation is studied in 
the light of the experience of other 
cities, che more certain does it appear 
that Edmonton has a unique oppor- 
tunity, which if not taken advantage 
of will never cease to cause regret. 
When a number of enterprising people 
in the city of Cleveland about ten 
years ago made a similar suggestion, 
they were met with che usual answer 
that the plan was ideal but absolutely 
impossible of fulfilment. But it has 
Deen worked out most successfully and 
is now a source of the greatest local 
pride. 

A report on the project, prepared by 
a Philadelphia committee, which in- 
vestigated it, reads: It happened that 

the construction of a cy hall, a court 
house, a public library, a new Union 

station and a United Sitates post office 
was being considered. It was  pro- 
posed that these buildings should be 
arranged around a mall so as to in- 
crease their convenience, to produce 

a complete effect, to enhance the 
beauty of each other and to give to 
the stranger an impression that would 
never be forgotten. After several 
years of effort, the plan was adopted. 
It consists of a central mall cut from 
a part of the city, which, though near 
its centre, has no buildings of great 
value. At the head of the mall the 
post office is in course of construction, 
palancing which appears the proposed 
public library, while at cither side of 
the foot of the mall are shontly to be 
built the city hall and the county 
building. The union station termin- 
ates the composition to the nonth- 
ward.” 

With the completion of this scheme 
in Cleveland, it is estimated that the 
cost of the actual sites and of the 
setting for the different buildings will 
only be about 10 per cent. of the 
total cost of these structures. 

But there are several respeats in 
which Edmonton's situation is much 
better calculated to help along such 
é. scheme than was (Clevelind’s. ‘The 
mall, purchased by the latter, had to 
be cut right owt of the heart of the 
city. In Edmonton we have the pro- 
perty available in whe present market 
square. The report from which we 
have quoted notes that there has been 
a very large increase in the value of 
the surrounding property as a result 
of the improvement. In Cleveland for 
some reason which does not appear, 
no attemp: was made to secure any of 
this with the idea of redisposing of 
it. This policy has been pursued in 
other citics and the profit on the 
transaction has been large cnough to 
go a long way towards defraying the 
cost of the whole project. In ld- 
monton this could. be done with such 
of the property facing the square as 
was not needed for public purposes; 
with a certainty that a large profi 
wvould accrue. 

As to the different public buildings 
mentioned in the report, Edmonton 
thas» already. its post office facing the 
square, and a court house is close at 
hand.

Motherhood by Card Index 


(Chicago Tribune) 


An example of the card index sys- 
tem in its most ridiculous aspeci— 
statistics run mad—is shown by I'ran- 
ces Maule Bjorkman in Van Norden's 
magazine for February. Her article, 
“An Experiment in Scientific Mother- 
hood,” gives the details by which ¢he 
mother of Leonard Noyes, aged two 
years, is bringing him up. Mrs. Noyes 
having “a trained mind,” tackled the 
problem of raising him with it as well 
as with her heart. A child, she de- 
cided, is not a piece of propemy 
be exploited for the enjoymen: of his 
parents. “She therefore distinguis 
ed between the things that are merely 
a gratification to the mether and 
those fundamental to the good of 
the child. 

“The forms of maternal devotion 
that.are commonly most admired,” the 
writer tells us, “such as singing to 
sleep, kissing, cuddling, rocking, dand- 
ling, and showing off to company, 
having been shown to be distinctly 
harmful to the ‘sensitive nervous or- 
ganism of the young baby, she set 
down as actually selfish in that they 
gave emotional satisfaction to the 
mother at the child’s expense.” Ma- 
ternal instinct was all very well, but it 
must be supplemented by “accurate, 
reliable, scientific knowledge.”

NEW FIRST LORD 
OF THE NAVY 


Sir Arthur Wilson, on Whom Britain 
Would Mainly Depend in Time 
of War 


The choice of Admiral ‘Sir Arthur 
Knyvet Wilson, to succeed Sir John 
Fisher as first lord of the admiralty 
has ‘been hailed with general satis- 
faction in Great. Britain where it is 
regarded as heralding the cessation of 
the disputes and bickerings that have 
kept British naval circles in a turmoil 
for several years. 

Sir Arthur has retired from active 
service, and it was on the king’s own 
initiative that the appointment was 
offered him. He is said to enjoy the 
confidence of the navy and of the 
British pwblic as well. As a-strategist, 
tactician and handler of fleets, the 
new First Lord is regarded as the 
highest authorixy in the British navy. 
Like ~ his predecessor he graduated 
in the torpedo school, and he is the 
inventor of several appliances connect- 
ed with the use of torpedoes. 

By those who know him ‘he is char- 
acterized as “taciturn, secresive, and 
independent,” and in appearance as 
“bearded, grey and grim.” . 

Born on March 4, 1842, the new 
First Lord of the Admiralty has an en- 
viable record, and he has achieved 
about al! the honors and decorations 
that can be hoped for by a British 
naval officer. Besides having the Vic- 
“oria Cross, he is a Grand ‘Commander 
of the Victorian Order. He got his 
C..B. in 1897 and was made a Knight 
Commander of the Bath five years 
later and a Grand ‘Commander in 106. 

His uncle, Gen. Sir Archdale Wil- 
son won the,baronetccy now held by. 
Sir Arthur’s brother, during the In- 
dian Mutiny, by capturing (Delhi, Sir 
Arthur ds heir to his brother, Sir S., 
Kk. Wilson, who is professor of In- 
dian law and history in (Cambridge 
University. Another brother was 
killed forty years ago while ascend- 
ing the Riffelhorn in Switzerland.

months of January and ebruary.‘Up- 
on she winter condition of Edmonton 
we have made many enquiries, and 
have come to the conclusion that the 
cold is one of the most misleading 
impressions of North :Alberta, and of 
Edmonton in particular, as we were 
informed ‘by a lumber merchant that 
he only wore his fur cap twice last 
winter, and that his teams of horses 
only used sleighs once, although they 
haul timber every day during the win- 
ter. ‘This, and the fact that most of 
the city men wear their felt hats 
throughout the winter months, forces 
us to deny that it is severely cold in 
and around Edmonton, in fact, we do 
not believe that it is as cold as in 
Quebec or Montreal. j

It 
is clear and bracing, with a sky wivh- 
out a cloud, ang as you look north or 
south, east or yest, you see nothing 
but that beautiful sunshiny atmosphere 
that makes youjbreathe with a ‘biess- 
ing for every inpiring inhalasion. No 
wonder these Westerners were rejoic- 
ing at the bringing in of the sheaves, 
for we drove mfles into the country, 
and in every direction the farmer and 
‘his scores of assistants were all bus- 
ily engaged brifiging in the golden 
wheat, which wfis to bring them gold- 
‘en dollars at thb elevators. Only one 
sad incident marred that drive, and it 
vas the wanton Avaste and loss of grain 
going on in every direction. Whether 
it was caused by carelessness, or lack 
of labor, we cannot say, but it was 
there just the same, and we felt sorry. 
Then again through speculative pur- 
poses, the land for several miles ar- 
ound edmonton is held spec” 
when it could be turned into such good 
account. One can easily see that Ed- 
monton wastes over a anillion dollars 
in this way, but it will be a long time 
before real thrift and economy is prac- 
tised in this, new born country,

sand population, lying on the banks of 
the river

the Saskatchewan, across 


considerable rivalry between the two 
cities. “he Canadian Pacific built up 
the former, while the Canadian North- 
ern and Grand ‘Trunk Railway did 
much towards the same results for the 
latter city, but in the race Edmonton 
has gone so far ahead of Strathcona, 
that the latter is hopelessly knocked 
out by political and natural circum- 
stances which it could not control. 
Notwithstanding this, it is putting up 
a ‘big fight, and the object lesson ito 
be learned in this fight is well worth 
being studied by many other towns.

WITH GERMANY 


A Canadian Journalist Tells of a Con- 


versation he had With Sir Ed- 
ward Grey 


When the Imperial Press conference 
was in ngland last summer, says the 


Ottawa Journal, a member of the 
Canadian delegation found himself 
seated next to Sir Kdward Grey, 


Great Britain’s minister of foreign af- 
fairs, at one of the occasionssof the 
conference. During the evening the 
Canadian editor said to Sir Edward 
Grey, “Would you tell me, ‘for my per- 
sonal satisfaction, exactly what you 
think of the so-called ‘German ‘scare,’ 
and the ery for more rapid British 
building of war ships?’ 

Sir Edward Grey is looked upon in 
England as one of ithe three or four 
ablest and finest men in public — life 
there, as one of the fairest-minded 
and most sane as well as most clear- 
sighted of political leaders. - Despite 
the fact of Sir Edward Grey being a 
Liberal minister there is a curious 
strain of admiration evident in Con- 
servative references to‘him; and while 
it is the fact that in the Liberal party 
in England here are indications ‘of a 


“rend into two camps, the more mod- 


erate wing headed by Mr. Asquith and 
Sir Edward Grey and a radical army 
behind Mr. Lloyd George and Mr. 
Vinston Churchill, both branches 
seem to have an equally deep respect 
for and contidence in ‘Sir Ndward Grey 
as aman of the thighest type of honor 
and. sincerity. 
Must Face Possibility 

On the occasion referred to, ‘Sir Fd- 
ward Grey was silent for a few mo- 
ments, then spoke slowly and care- 
fully in effect as follows:

I cannot bring myself e¢ 
believe that a great and intelligent 
and Christian nation like Genmany 
couldsattack us without provocation— 
without grave fault on our own side. 
But Iam compelled to admit that the 
hitorical fact is that in\the course 
of her Imperial expansion, Germany 
has in our time yvone more ‘than half 
way to meet war with Denmark, with

Austria, and with France, and 
sented an ultimatum to Russia giving 
the option of war or silence regarding 
the annexation by Austria of Bosnia 
and Herzegovina. We must face the 
possibility that our turn might come, 
It is possible, though I cannot think 
it probable, that if Germany were 
strong enough on the sea to risk an 
encounter with our navy the encounter 
might ensue in spite of ourselves, 


Would Spell Ruin 
“If war were to come, and our navy 
were worsted, it would spell the ruin 


of the British Empire. Germany 
would not need to land a soldier in 
England. Our food comes from

into absolute submission in a month, 


across the seas. 


“No other great power has to face 
such a consequence of defeat.” ° 

“We have two courses open. One, 
to allow Germany to easily catch up 
with us in sea power, and take the 
chance of a quarrel. ‘he ‘other, ta 
try to keep so far ahead of her in 
naval force that no quarrel will oe- 
cur. 

“The latter course seems the neces- 
sary The possibilities of the
